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Building  Authority 
under  investigation

The  University  of  Lowell’s 
Building  Authority  is  under  in¬ 
vestigation  by  State  Police  from 
the  Attorney  Generals  Office. 
The  investigation  was  brought 
about  when  the  ULowell  Building 
Authority  was  named  in  allega¬ 
tions  stemming  from  the  Gerald 
Indeiicato  affair. 

Indelicato  has  been  accused  of 
Urging  the  governor’s  signature 
-  Authority  reappointments  in- 
c  hiding  former  ULowell  Authori¬ 
ty  member  Angelica  Georgelos. 

University  officials  have  little 
*  sa>  about  the  investigation  but 
>:ur:es  have  said  that  records, 
mints,  and  contracts,  are  com- 
-g  under  scrutiny,  including  ex¬ 
cessive  charges  billed  back  to  the 
students. 

Since  the  ouster  of  Ms. 
Georgelos,  the  Building  Authori¬ 
ty  has  come  under  fire  from 
within  as  well.  Richard  K. 
Donahue,  a  local  attorney,  and 
chairperson  of  the  University 
Board  of  Trashes  has  called  Tor 
the  consideration  of  the 
tion  of  the  Building  Authority 


1987. 

Other  allegations  under  in¬ 
vestigation  include  the  retaining 
of  Todisco  Associates,  a  con¬ 
sulting  company,  without  a  for¬ 
mal  contract.  In  1986  Todisco 
received  over  $72,752  in  fees 
from  the  Building  Authority. 

Mr.  Phil  Todisco’s  duties  are 
not  formally  understood  even  by 
Authority  members.  Vouchers 
for  services  provided  are  unclear 
and  do  not  show  consistency  in 
billing  rates. 

Still  other  questons  have  been 
raised  concerning  the  use  of  stu¬ 
dent  fees  under  the  control  of  the 
Building  Authority  and  the  use  of 
student  money  to  pay  for  Building 
Authority  functions.  Alledgedly, 
$15,000  was  used  from  the  $50 
student  union  fee,  charged  to  each 
student,  to  build  Ivy  Hall  cater¬ 
ing  an  office  inside  of  Fox  Hall. 
The  office  on  the  second  floor  of 
Fox  handles  the  administrative 
work  of  the  food  serv  ice  com¬ 
pany.  Food  Services  has  an  ex¬ 
isting  office  in  the  Smith  Hall 
cafeteria  and  questions  as  to  the 
contractual  need  to  pay  for  the 
ace  have  arisen.

Watergate  prosecutor  speaks 
on  civil  rights  and  desegregation 


Mr  IX~T^r5je  who  also  sits  on 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
B_  r_rg  Authority,  has  raised 
ocher  questions  about  the  awar¬ 
ding  of  no-bid  contracts  to  sub¬ 
contractors. 

One  contract,  for  $15  million 
was  awarded  to  Ivy  Hall  Cater¬ 
ing.  the  previous  food  service 
company  in  the  residence  halls, 
without  going  to  bid.  The  contract 
was  to  run  until  July  1989  with 
a  two  year  extension  to  be  elected 
by  the  concessionaire.  The  com¬ 
pany  is  owned  by  Ernest  Kaknes 
who  reportedly  had  close  ties 
with  members  of  the  Building 
Authority.  The  contract  was  sold 
to  ARA  Services  in  the  Spring  of 


to  pay  for  expensive  parties. 

The  Building  Authority, 
established  during  the  late  1960’s 
to  finance  building  construction, 
may  have  gotten  involved  in  areas 
of  student  affairs  without  the 
necessary  qualifications  or  per¬ 
sonnel.  There  are  also  reports  that 
Building  Authority  members  have 
taken  extensive  paid  vacations 
and  sick  leave. 

The  State  Police  investigation 
is  expected  to  be  completed  soon, 
with  details  of  the  allegations 
made  public  and  charges,  if 
necessary,  to  be  filed. 

Ms  Donna  Tabloski,  Executive 
Director  of  the  Building  Authori¬ 
ty  was  unavailable  for  comment.

Harvard  law  Professor  Ar¬ 
chibald  Cox  spoke  about  civil 
rights  in  the  1980’s  last  Thursday 
in  the  O’Leary  Library’s  room 
222  between  3:00  and  4:30.  His 
talk,  sponsored  by  the  Lowell 
chapter  of  the  National  Student 
Business  League,  was  introduced 
by  chapter  President  Audrey 
Frazier  and  focused  on  recent 
gains  and  losses  in  civil  rights  in 
the  U.S. 

Cox  called  the  civil  rights 
movement  “the  coming  of  age  of 
the  black  people,”  although  the 
movement  has  had  obvious  ef¬ 
fects  on  the  lives  of  men  and 
women  of  all  races. 

“I  can’t  resist  recalling  a  little 
bit  of  history  of  great  desegrega¬ 
tion  cases  of  schools,”  he  said, 
since  inadequate  education  of 
black  children  resulted  in  the  first 
race  discrimination  cases  brought 
to  the  Supreme  Court  after  the 
Civil  War.  He  cited  Charles 


Houston,  who  assembled  a  group 
of  respected  black  lawyers  to  deal 
with  legal/ racial  issues.  Houston, 
whose  father  Thomas  was  an  aide 
to  General  Grant  and  a  pall  bearer 
for  Lincoln,  had  been  a  lawyer  in 
the  otherwise  all-white  Virginia 
state  court  room.  A  stern,  hard 
worker,  Houston  was  referred  to 
as  “iron  pants”  by  his  students 
at  Harvard  and  by  associates. 

Judge  William  Hasting  was  the 
first  black  judge  on  the  Federal 
Court  of  Appeals.  Thoroughgood 
Marshall,  whose  mother  was  a 
school  teacher  and  father  a 
steward  at  a  Baltimore  country 
club,  was  anoyther  lawyer  in  this 
group.  They  realized  that 
desegregation  and  racial  equality 
had  to  begin  in  public  schools, 
since  inferior  education  meant  in¬ 
ferior  jobs  and  pay  and  ignorance 
about  one’s  rights.  For  example, 
the  University  of  Mississippi 
would  not  admit  blacks,  but 
would  pay  their  tuition  to  go  to 


inferior  schools.  While  the 
University  of  Texas  also  refused 
blacks,  an  all-black  school  was 
built  for  them  in  Texas. 
However,  it  was  no  secret  that 
only  graduates  from  U-Texas 
would  excel  either  professional¬ 
ly  or  politically. 

“Courageous  lawyers  alone 
were  not  enough,”  Cox  said.  “It 
took  some  remarkably 
courageous  parents.” 

Thoroughgood  Marshall  propos¬ 
ed  to  represent  the  cases  of  any 
20  black  parents  who  wished  to 
bring  a  segregation  suit  on  behalf 
of  their  children  in  public 
schools.  He  needed  at  least  that 
many,  since  he  knew  these 
parents  would  soon  face  coercion 
and  threats  from  whites  to  drop 
their  cases. 

One  such  instance,  Cox  said, 
was  that  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry

Republicans  group  splits 


(CPS)As  the  primary  season 
lurched  into  high  gear,  still 
another  campus  chapter  of  Col¬ 
lege  Republicans  (CR)  has  split 
apart. 

Paul  Weiss,  defeated  in  a  Feb. 

2  race  for  the  presidency  of  the 
University  of  Texas  at  El  Paso 
(UTEP)  College  Republicans,  5 
days  later  asked  the  group  that 
oversees  all  College  Republicans 
activities  in  Texas  to  recognize 
him  as  leader  of  the  UTEP 
chapter. 

The  state  CRS,  moreover, 
reportedly  gave  him  the  charter, 
though  Weiss’s  opponents  claim 
it  was  because  Weiss  told  it  he, 
not  Beverly  Shelton,  had  been  du¬ 
ly  elected  as  UTEP’s  College 
Republicans  leader. 

The  acrimony  and  strife  at 
UTEP  mirror  similar  controver¬ 
sies  that  have  rocked  the  group  -- 
in  1984  a  major  player  in  deliver¬ 
ing  a  big  student  vote  for  Ronald 
Reagan  —  during  the  last  year, 
and  has  left  it  divided  in  some 
areas. 

At  the  top  of  the  organization, 
national  Chairman  Stockton 
Reeves’  spring,  1987,  campaign 
against  John  Hester,  now  head  of 
the  Mississippi  CRs,  produced 
divisive  charges  of  bullying, 
packing  conventions  with  un¬ 
qualified  delegates,  meddling  in 
campus  and  state  chapter  affairs 
and  inappropriately  trying  to 
align  the  group  with  presidential 
candidate  Jack  Kemp.

Holland  agreed  his  group  has 
been  “immature,”  but  explained, 
“we  want  to  be  fun-loving,  and 
have  fun  with  out  politics.” 

UTP  CR’s  too,  had  spent 
several  meetings  during  the  fall 
debating  wherther  they  should  be 
focussing  on  immediate  student 
issues  like  education  or  passing 
resolutions  about  Central 
American  and  the  Strategic 
Defense  Initiative. 

But  the  internal  debate  festered 
into  something  more  when  Weiss, 
chapter  President  Shelton  alleges, 
misrepresented  himself  th  state 
leaders  as  head  of  the  ITEP 
chapter, 

“He  said  he  was  the  presi¬ 
dent,”  Shelton  told  the  Prospec¬ 
tor,  the  campus  paper. 

In  reply,  Weiss  told  the 
paper, “we’re  only  interested  in 
doing  what’s  right,  and  Bev 
(Shelton)  wasn’t  doing  it.”

Black  Protests 

While  a  nearly  week-long  of 
a  UMass  Amherst  building 
focused  attention  on  college 
racial  tensions,  minority 
students  at  other  schools  con¬ 
tinued  to  complain  of  mistreat¬ 
ment  and  administrators  kept 
apologizing  for  it. 

At  U.  Iowa,  law  school  dean 
William  Hines  apologized  for 
an  anecdote  told  by  Judge 
Gerald  Heaney,  about  a 
“negro”  defendant  dressed  in 
loud  clothes  and  jewelry. 
Hines  apologized  in  writing  to 
“anyone  who  was  offended.” 

U.  Maryland  Chancellor 
issued  a  statement  denouncing 
a  “distasteful  and  invidious” 
flier  circulated  at  College  Park 
last  semester.  It  was  a  fake  ad 
for  “Arab  Extra  Dry,”  and  it 
prompted  28  campus  groups  to 
petition  for  an  anti- 
discrimination  statement. 

At  the  U.  of  Pennsylvania  in 
Philadelphia  campus  police 
say  2  white  students  and  7 
friends  harassed  a  black  dorm 
receptionist  and  then  ran 
through  the  dorm  shouting 
racial  slurs. 

Henry  Johnson,  a  U.  of 
Michigan  official  told  a  na¬ 
tional  conference  on  campus 
racism  said  camnpuses  are 
“truly  under  siege”  by  racist 
fliers,  graffiti,  vandalism  and 
verbal  affronts.  “But  the  good 
thing  is  it’s  forcing  us  to  come 
to  grips  with  the  fact  that  we 
can’t  continue  to  do  business 
as  usual”  said  Johnson. 


UTEP  ire  brag  disrupted  as 

well: 

5  In  December,  the  University  of 
Missouri  chapter  Vice  President 
Mike  Young  resigned  under  fire 
after  accusing  2  other  CR  officers 
of  embezzlement,  vote  fraud  and 
Nazism. 

Young  said  fellow  CR  Jeff 
Kester  made  anti-Semitic  remarks 
and  someday  hoped  to  name 
himself  “fuhrer”  of  a  fascist  state 
he  wants  to  create.  He  produced 
a  Kester  notebook  outlining  such 
a  plan. 

Kester  admitted  to  writing  the 
outline,  adding,  “I  have  made  no 
statements  towards  any  race  or 
religion  that  I  believe  to  be  true.  ’ ’ 

Young  also  accused  CR  Presi¬ 
dent  Shelly  Robinett  of  election 
fraud. 

He  said  Robinett,  formerly  ex¬ 
ecutive  secretary  of  the  Missouri 
state  CRs,  inflated  the  number  of 
CRs  in  the  state  to  help  Missouri 
gain  extra  votes  at  last  June’s  na¬ 
tional  convention. 

National  chairman  Reeves  and 
UTEP  dissident  Weiss  have  been 
accused  of  similar  tactics. 

Robinett  and  Kester,  denying 
the  accusations,  proposed  im¬ 
peaching  Young,  who  resigned. 

s  Michigan  State’s  conser¬ 
vatives  have  split  into  2 
Republican  groups,  the  College 
Republicans  and  the  MSU  Cam¬ 
pus  Republicans,  formed  when 
some  CRs  were  embarrassed  by 
the  group’s  verbal  attacks  on 
homosexuals. 

CR  leader  Jeff  Holland  “is  a 
liability  for  the  group,”  com¬ 
plains  Campus  Republican  Presi¬ 
dent  David  Murley,  adding 
Holland  wastes  the  group’s  ef¬ 
forts  on  pointless  “liberal 
bashing.”

Watergate  prosecutor  speaks  to  ULowell

“going  to  school”  in  Clarendon 
County,  Mississippi.  The  county 
spent  five  times  as  much  on  the 
education  of  whites  as  blacks,  and 
did  not  even  provide  a  school 
building  for  black  children.  In 
Clarendon  County,  as  one  person 
said,  “We  have  only  good  nig¬ 
gers.”  No  sooner  did  the  public 
learn  that  the  Briggs  had  joined 
Marshall’s  group  when  both  were 
fired  from  their  jobs.  The  bank 
threatened  foreclosure  on  their 
home. 

“I’m  always  fascinated  by  the 
human  stories  behind  these 
cases,”  Cox  said.  “We  lawyers 
tend  to  think  in  the  abstract-  of 
plaintiffs  and  defendants.  It  takes 
intelligence,  experience  and  suf¬ 
ficient  imagination  to  put  yourself 
in  the  skin  of  those  involved.” 

The  other  crucial  race  issue,  of 
course,  was  voting  rights.  Many 
southern  precincts  required 
“literacy  qualification  tests”  for 
one  to  be  eligible  to  vote.  While 
these  biased  tests  often  denied 
blacks  with  high  school  diplomas 
and  even  PhD’s  the  right  to  vote, 
many  uneducated  “red-necks  ” 
passed  the  test  without  trouble. 
The  Voting  Act  later  prohibited 
such  tests. 

Since  the  passing  of  the  Civil 


Rights  Ammendment  in  1964, 
there  have  been  significant  gains- 
and  losses-  in  the  movement 
toward  equality.  Though  the  Ken¬ 
nedy,  Johnson  and  Carter  ad¬ 
ministrations  were  chiefly 
pro-civil  rights,  the  Reagan  Ad¬ 
ministration  has  been  chiefly  in¬ 
different,  according  to  Cox.  The 
result  has  been  a  stagnation  of 
concern  over  civil  rights  issues, 
with  racism  and  sexism  resurfac¬ 
ing  in  more  subtle  and  technical 
ways.  “One  of  the  reasons...  has 
been  limits  in  the  legal  doctrine- 
limits  in  the  logic  in  the  law  as  it 
has  been  developed.”  Lack  of 
sufficient  support  for  the  Equal 
Rights  Ammendment,  as  well  as 
recent  outbreaks  of  racial 
violence  on  streets  and  on  cam¬ 
puses,  are  more  blatant  symptoms 
of  indifference. 

Cox  also  spoke  about  the  con¬ 
troversies  of  Affirmative  Action. 
“How  far  can  and  should  govern¬ 
ment  give  members  of  minorities, 
previously  victims  of  years  of 
discrimination,  preference  in  ad¬ 
mission  to  colleges  or  jobs?” 
While  the  Reagan  Administration 
has  opposed  A.  A.  in  every  field, 
current  civil  rights  movements 
have  tried  to  bolster  it. 

“I  think  all  of  us  would  agree, 
that  the  ideal  of  American  socie¬ 


ty  is  opportunity  for  individuals 
based  on  individual  merit,  not 
race,  sex,  religion  or  any  other  ir¬ 
relevant  thing.” 

He  cautions,  however,  that 
“quotas”  for  minorities,  if  taken 
to  the  extreme,  will  defeat  the 
purpose.  “I  think  a  certain  loss 
of  individuality  comes  into  place. 
I  have  had  black  students  talk 
about  the  burden  of  ‘being  the 
beneficiaries’  of  Affirmative  Ac¬ 
tion  and  the  responsibility  of  be¬ 
ing  models  for  other  blacks.” 

Yet  Cox  also  noted  the  effects 
of  the  Civil  Rights  movement  be¬ 
ing  felt  even  in  the  1980’s.  He 
sees  the  rejection  of  Robert  Bork 
as  Supreme  Court  judge  as  an  ex¬ 
ample.  He  thinks  “it  is  a  real,  and 
important,  victory  for  civil  rights. 

“When  I  talk  about  progress, 
please  don’t  think  that  I  consider 
the  job  done.  But  pretty  good 
legal  machinery  has  been  set  in 
place.”  Awareness,  understan¬ 
ding  and  the  willingness  to  act,  he 
feels,  are  the  key  to  further  ad¬ 
vancement. 

Archibald  Cox,  the  Watergate 
prosecutor  fired  by  Richard  Nix¬ 
on  in  1973,  is  the  chairman  of  the 
civil  rights  organization  Common 
Cause,  and  a  professor  of  law  at 
Harvard 
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Face  to  Face  and  the  Del  Fuegos  Rock  Cumnock

Face  to  Face  started  off  the 
evening  with  a  well-executed 
sound  check.  Lead  singer  Laurie 
Sargent  came  on  after  a  couple  of 
instrumentals  and  warmed  up 
with  “Change  in  the  Wind,”  a 
song  from  their  new  album.  She 
ran  up  and  down  the  notes  easi¬ 
ly.  Unfortunately,  the  audience 
had  not  yet  been  allowed  into  the 
hall .  That  was  too  bad  because  it 
was  the  most  unrestrained  sign¬ 
ing  she  did  all  night. 

Not  that  there  was  anything 
wrong  with  her  voice  later  in  the 
evening,  but  this  was  the  group's 
first  gig  in  about  six  months; 
they've  been  in  the  studios  doing 
a  new  album.  At  a  couple  of 
points  in  the  set  I  detected  tension 
in  her  voice,  probably  because 
the  group  had  no  idea  how  the  au¬ 
dience  liked  the  new  material.  I 
saw  people  swaying  to  the  music, 
however,  so  I  wasn’t  the  only  one 
who  liked  the  songs. 

The  new  material  is  quite  dif¬ 
ferent  from  their  1985  hit 
“10,9,8”.  That  song  and  “Under 
the  Gun,“  from  the  1984  album 
Face  to  Face ,  are  the  only  dance 
numbers  the  group  has  done  but 
they  are  also  the  songs  the  group 
is  best  known  for.  Both  received 
heavy  airplay  on  local  TV  station 
V66.  Several  times  in  the  pause 
between  songs  there  were  chants 
for  “10,9,8”  but  they  did  not 
perform  the  song.  I  talked  to 
Laurie  about  that  after  the  set. 

“We're  a  rock  and  roil  band,'" 
she  said.  “Those  songs  just  don’t 
fit  in  with  the  direction  we’re 
headed  in  now.  We  have  a  new 
manager.  a  new  label 
(Polygram),  and  a  lot  more 
freedom  in  what  we  do  now. 
Maybe  after  we’re  more  comfor¬ 
table  with  the  new  stuff  we’ll  feel 
better  about  doing  that  old  stuff.” 

Singer  Dan  Zanes  of  the  Del 


Fuegos  started  off  their  set  by 
telling  the  audience  why  they 
played  second. 

“We  told  them  they  could  have 
their  names  first  on  the  tee-shirts 
if  they  would  go  on  first.”  Dan 
gave  a  wink  of  his  eye  as  he  con¬ 
tinued,  “We  said  cMr  bass  player 
is  doing  a  sit-down  gig  playing 
the  cello  at  some  hotel  and  he’s 
going  to  be  late.  I  think  he’s  at  the 
Hotel  Sonesta.  They  bought  it.” 

The  audience  had  a  good  laugh, 
but  it  was  true.  Tom  Lloyd  was 
playing  a  cello  gig  in  front  of  peo¬ 
ple  from  Suffolk  Law  College. 

The  Del  Fuegos  have  a  new 
guitar  player,  Trinidad  born  Phil 
Haynen,  the  former  lead  singer  of 
The  Dawgs.  In  addition  to  sing¬ 
ing  he  also  writes  songs  for  the 

band. 

The  Del  Fuegos  did  a  good  job 
with  “Long  Dark  Summer,”  and 
“I  Still  Want  You.”  These  songs 
really  roused  the  audience.  Dan 
says  the  group  is  headed  back 
toward  the  less  cluttered  rock 
sound  they  had  on  their  album 
Boston  MA.  Their  1987  album 
Stand  Up  sold  about  as  well  as 
“ Boston ,  but  Dan  feels  there  was 
too  much  background  sound. 
They  are  headed  back  into  the 
studios  after  they  work  out  the 
kinks  of  having  a  new  band 
member,  maybe  in  a  month  or 

two. 

Both  bands  did  well  with  their 
sets.  I’d  like  to  see  Face  to  Face 
again  after  they  work  out  the  live 

versions  of  their  nev.  songs.  I  il 

also  buy  the  album.  One  Big  Day , 
when  it  comes  out  in  mid- April. 
The  Del  Fuegos  is  a  good  band 
to  see  most  any  time.  Phil  Haynen 
is  a  strong  addition.  Adding  a 
talented  guy  to  an  established 
group  is  a  risky  thing  for  the 
oldtimers’s  egos.  I  hope  things 
work  out.

For  the  Bible  tells  me  so 


The  story  is  told,  and  I’m  sure 
that  by  now  it  is  somewhat  legen¬ 
dary,  that  once,  when  German 
theologian  Karl  Barth  was  visiting 
the  University  of  Chicago,  a 
young,  budding  theologian  asked 
him,  what  in  his  opinion  was  the 
greatest  of  all  the  Christian  doc¬ 
trines.  Barth  is  reported  to  have 
answered,  “Jesus  Loves  Me,  this 
I  know.  For  the  Bible  tells  me 
so.” 

The  Bible  consisting  of  both  the 
Old  and  New  Testament,  is  one 
of  the  most  remarkable  historical 
documents  there  is.  It  was  writ¬ 
ten  over  a  span  of  some  1600 
years  by  more  than  40  different 
authors,  using  three  different 
languages  and  yet  its  message  is 
consistently  the  same  from  begin¬ 
ning  to  end:  “God’s  redemption 
of  mankind.” 

But  the  problem  is  how  do  we 
determine  the  historical  reliabli- 
ty  of  this  or  any  other  ancient 


document,  when  we  do  not  posses 
any  of  the  original  copies.  Well, 
researchers  have  a  test  they  use 
called  the  test  of  bibliography. 
According  to  this  test,  the  more 
ancient  manuscripts  you  have  and 
the  shorter  the  time,  between  the 
original  and  the  copy,  then  the 
more  reliable  is  the  information 
that  you  have.  And  this  makes 
sense.  Supposedly,  an  older  copy 
is  going  to  be  closer  to  the  true 
copy  than  a  newer  copy.  And  the 
more  copies  you  have  than  the 
easier  the  task  of  determining  the 
meaning  of  the  original. 

Currently,  there  are  about 
13,000  manuscripts  of  the  Bible, 
the  oldest  is  a  portion  that  was 
written  about  forties  after  the 
original  was  written.  Compare 
that  with  some  of  the  other  books 
of  aniquity.  There  are  only  nine 
good  copies  of  Caesar’s  Gallic 
Wars  and  they  come  to  us  some 
900  years  after  the  originals  were 


penned.  There  are  only  20  copies 
of  Livy’s  History  of  Rome  and 
the  oldest  of  these  is  a  copy  that 
was  done  some  400  years  after 
the  original. 

So  as  you  can  see,  that  when  it 
comes  time  to  testing  the  reliabili¬ 
ty  of  the  Bible  as  a  historical 
document,  if  you  apply  the  same 
test  to  it  that  you  would  to  other 
ancient  historical  documents,  that 
the  Bible  passes  with  flying  col¬ 
ors.  Now,  while  this  may  not 
convince  you  of  Christianity’s 
truth,  it  still  stands  as  a  piece  of 
evidence  in  its  favor,  that  you 
can’t  simply  sweep  under  the  rug.

Those  hoping  to  see  a  barrel¬ 
chested  monster  with  electrodes 
sticking  out  of  his  head  were  pro¬ 
bably  disappointed,  but  that  is  just 
as  well.  The  Guthrie  Theatre’s 
presentation  of  Frankenstein  does 
far  more  justice  to  Mary  Shelley’s 
classic  novel  than  any  Hollywood 
horror  flick  ever  could. 

As  in  the  novel,  the  creature  is 
presented  as  an  intelligent  being 
with  human  needs  of  love  and 
companionship.  Much  of  the  ac¬ 
tion  consists  of  a  confrontation 
between  Frankenstein  and  his 
creation,  in  which  the  ethical  and 
philosophical  questions  about 
their  relationship  are  explored. 
This  takes  place  at  the  North 
Pole,  the  “top  of  the  world,’’ 
where  Frankenstein  has  hunted 
the  creature  with  the  intention  of 
killing  it.  As  they  argue,  the 
scene  periodically  returns  to  the 
past,  where  we  see  Frankens¬ 
tein’s  development:  how  he 
handles  his  mother’s  death,  his 
lack  of  humor  as  a  disillusioned 
young  student,  his  brilliance  in 
the  laboratory,  and  with 
Elizabeth,  his  bride  to  be, 
haunted  by  the  presence  of  his  ‘  ‘ 
monster.’’ 

The  flashbacks  are  most  effec¬ 
tive  when  the  dialogue  of  the

characters  in  the  present 
simultaneously  parallels  that  of 
past.  As  Victor,  the  young 
Frankenstein,  confirms  his  love 
with  Elizabeth,  the  old  Frankens¬ 
tein  recalls  how  he  loved  her, 
lamenting  her  loss. 

Despite  the  play’s  serious 
theme,  there  were  some  displays 
of  humor  which  seemed  to  be  at 
odds  with  the  subject  matter.  In 
a  scene  depicting  Frankenstein 
just  before  his  mother’s  death,  he 
prays,  “I’ll  never  think  of 
Elizabeth’s  body,  as  long  as  the 
screaming  will  stop.’’  Yes,  it  is 
funny,  but  no,  it  doesn’t  fit.  On¬ 
ly  the  humor  of  the  aged  Pro¬ 
fessor  Kempe  seems  appropriate. 
“Read  your  professor’s  mail,’’ 
he  urges  the  young  Frankenstein, 
“in  order  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
latest  scientific  developments.’’ 
His  humor  works  because 
Micheal  Tezia,  as  Kempe,  makes 
it  a  definitive  part  of  the 
character. 

Set  against  a  gothic/science  fic¬ 
tion  background,  the  play’s  cen¬ 
tral  theme  of  creating  life  and 
taking  responsibilty  for  it 
generates  much  interest.  Stephen 
Pelinski,  as  Frankenstein,  and 
Peter  Syvertsen,  as  the  creature, 
create  a  great  deal  of  tension  with 
their  verbal  attacks.  It  is  only  with 
the  misplaced  humor  and  an  am¬ 
biguous  ending  that  the  play 
falters.  Overall  though,  the  play 
is  impressive,  especially  for  a 
“monster”  story.

African-Americans 
who  made  America  great 


Otis  Boykin  (1920-),  who 
began  his  career  as  a  laboratory 
assistant  testing  automatic  con¬ 
trols  for  airplanes,  has  invented 
a  wide  range  of  electronic 
devices.  One  of  his  first 
achievements  was  a  type  of 
resistor  now  used  in  many  com¬ 
puters,  radios,  television  sets,  and 
other  electronically  controlled 
devices.  In  addition,  Boykin  has 
developed  a  control  unit  for  ar¬ 
tificial  heart  stipulates,  a  variable 
resistor  used  in  guided  missies, 
small  components  such  as  thick- 
film  resistors  for  computers,  a 
burglar-proof  cash  register,  and 
a  chemical  air  filter. 

His  innovations  have  had  both 
military  and  commercial  applica¬ 
tion.  Some  have  reduced  the  cost 
of  producting  electronic  controls 


for  radio  and  television.  At  pre¬ 
sent,  more  than  three  dozen  pro¬ 
ducts  with  Boykin  components 
are  used  throughout  the  world. 

O.S.(Ozzie)  Williams,  (1921-) 
was  the  first  African-American 
aeronautical  engineer  to  be  hired 
by  Republic  Aviation,  Inc.,  dur¬ 
ing  World  War  II .  Subsequently, 
he  joined  Greer  Hydraulics,  Inc., 
where  he  became  a  group  project 
engineer  and  helped  develop  the 
first  airborne  radar  beacon  for 
locating  crashed  aircraft.  A 
specialist  in  small  rocket  engine 
design,  Williams  also  was 
associated  with  the  Reaction 
Motors  Division  of  Thiokol 
Chemical  Corporation. 

In  1961,  he  joined  Grumman 
International,  where  he  was  in 
charge  of  developing  and  produc¬ 


ing  the  control  rocket  systems  that 
guided  lunar  modules  during 
moon  landings. 

This  responsibility  included  ad¬ 
ministering  nearly  forty  million 
dollars  in  subcontracts.  Williams 
now  is  vice  president  of  the  firm, 
in  charge  of  the  trade  and  in¬ 
dustrial  relations  with  emerging 
African  nations;  here  his  work  in¬ 
cludes  the  application  of  solar  and 
wind  energy  to  African  needs. 

Without  these  and  many  other 
outstanding  contributions  made 
by  African-Americans  in  the 
sciences  and  technologies, 
American  would  not  be  the  trend¬ 
setter  that  it  is  today.  Otis  Boykin 
and  O.S.  Williams,  two  of  the 
thousands  of  African-Americans 
who  made  America  great.

Millions  of  dollars  are  being  tunneled  from  the  state  col¬ 
leges  and  universities.  Why?  Because  absentee  gover¬ 
nor  and  presidential  wanabee  Dukakis  can  not  possibly 
promote  himself  as  the  “Man  who  saved  the  state”  when 
he  is  running  deficits  due  to  lack  of  revenues. 

While  Mike  runs  about  telling  tales  of  his  great  plans 
for  bringing  in  more  tax  dollars  that  very  plan  has  not  work¬ 
ed  in  the  home  state.

Nuke  speak 

Regardless  of  where  one  stands 
on  the  Nuclear  Power  issue,  one 
must  admit  that  the  editorial  in 
last  weeks  Connector  was  a  bias¬ 
ed,  one  sided  account  of  the 
events  occuring  the  day  of  Gover¬ 
nor  Dukakis’s  visit. 

First,  it  was  wrongly  implied 
that  the  demonstrators  are  inclin¬ 
ed  to  follow  the  Governor  around 
the  country  trying  to  win  support 
for  an  unpopular  stance.  The  facts 
are  that  the  demonstration  was 
organized  on  a  mere  two  hours 
notice.  Each  participant  was  a 
first  time  protester.  As  for  the 
pro-nuclear  stand  being  un¬ 
popular,  obviously  the  writer  of 
the  editorial  has  not  been  paying 
attention  to  public  opinion  polls. 
A  recent  Gallup  Poll  showed  that 
77%  of  Americans  believe 
Nuclear  Energy  will  be  important 
in  meeting  future  electricity 
needs. 

I  find  it  hard  to  believe  that 
people  who  questioned  the  pro- 
nuclear  stance  were  demeaning- 
ly  asked  if  they  knew  anything 
about  nuclear  power  as  the  writer 
claims.  In  fact  during  that  day 
considerable  effort  was  spent 
distributing  information  about 
nuclear  power  and  the  U.S.  elec¬ 
tricity  needs.  Obviously  the 
writer  has  not  taken  any  time 
(perhaps  to  busy  with  aerobics 
201)  to  read  this  information. 
Contrary  to  the  figures  he  states, 
the  U.S.  depends  upon  Nuclear 
Power  for  17%  of  its  electricity. 

The  motivation  for  the  protest 
was  not  a  desire  to  appear  on 
television.  It  was  to  make  known 
our  differences  with  the  Gover¬ 
nors  energy  policies.  According 
to  the  New  England  Power  Pool, 
even  with  Seabrook  and  Hydro 
Quebec  Phase  II  on  line,  New 
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England  will  have  an  electricity 
shortage  by  1995.  The  Governor 
is  proposing  reliance  on  conser¬ 
vation,  cogeneration,  and  other 
small  power  projects  to  meet  this 
electricity  demand.  Although  all 
three  alternatives  will  be  helpful, 
they  cannot  be  relied  upon  to 
replace  large  scale  generating 
plants.  Much  of  our  generating 
capacity  is  15  or  more  years  old. 
When  these  older  plants  are 
retired,  new  plants  will  have  to  be 
ready  to  replace  this  lost 
generating  capacity.  Due  to  the 
serious  environmental  impacts  of 
burning  coal  and  natural  gas  and 
the  dangers  of  reliance  on  foreign 
oil,  we  believe  Nuclear  Power 
will  have  to  provide  an  increased 
percentage  of  our  electricity  in 
the  early  21st  century. 

The  assertion  that  the  protests 
motivation  was  to  ensure  a  job 
future  was  ridiculous.  Whether 
Seabrook  goes  on  line  or  not, 
engineers  will  still  be  in  large  de¬ 
mand  in  the  nuclear  industry. 
Furthermore,  under  the  most  far 
fetched  scenario  that  every 
nuclear  power  plant  be  shut 
down,  a  larger  number  of 
engineers  would  be  needed  in  the 
decommissioning  of  these  plants. 
Finally,  many  opportunities  exist 
in  the  design,  operation,  and 
maintenance  of  the  reactors  that 
power  each  and  every  submarine 
in  our  Navy’s  fleet. 

In  conclusion,  I  believe  last 
weeks  editorial  was  an  attempt  to 
undermine  our  right  to  express 
our  opinions.  I  say  this  because 
the  responses  to  the  questions  us¬ 
ed  in  the  editorial  were 
misrepresentations  of  our  actual 
positions  on  the  issues.

I  found  myself  nodding  my 
head  in  agreement  as  I  read 
Father  Garrity’s  Connector  article, 
“Giving  Religion  a  Bad  Name”, 
he  accurately  and  eloquently 
describes  what  has  happened  to 
many  of  us.

The  opportunity  to  ask  real 
questions  and  to  engage  in  open 
dialogue  based  upon  mutual 
respect,  careful  listening  and 
honest  friendship  is  available  to 
you  here  at  ULowell.

Although  the  men’s  track  team 
faired  well  at  the  NEIAA  Cham¬ 
pionships,  the  El  A  A  Champion¬ 
ships  were  not  as  uplifting. 
Sophomore  hurdling  star  Gus 
Silva  finished  3rd  at  the  meet  held 
at  the  US  Coast  Guard  Acacemy, 
on  Saturday,  February  13;  he 
finished  5th  in  the  long  jump. 
Freshman  Bill  Bradbury  did  not 
make  the  finals  in  the  55m  high 
hurdles,  as  he  finished  4th  in  the 
trials.  The  55m  dash  sprinters.
